VIOLENT STRIKERS AND THE LAW. 

In passing sentence on some ofthe strikers 
who interfered with the operation of the 
Texas & Pacific Road, a bankrupt corpora- 


tion in the hands of receivers, Judge Don A. 


Pardee of the United States Circuit Court 
took occasion to explain clearly the relation 
between labor organizations and the law. He 
said: 

Labor organizations are lawful and generally 
laudable associations, but they have no iegal 


status or authority, and stand before men and 
the law on no better footing tban other social 


| organizations, and it is preposterous that they 


should attempt to issue orders that free men 
are bound to obey. No man can stand in a 
court of justice and shelter himself behind any 
such organization from the consequences of 
his own unlawful acts. It is apart of this 
case, and has been established by evidence 
taken under the direction of the court, that 
among all the employés of the receivers in 
operating over 1,500 miles of railway, there 
was no complaint made to the receivers 
or te the court by any employé of bad 
treatment, or insufficient wages, or other 
grievances, and yet orders were issued 
from a secret organization to all the em- 
ployés to quit work, to strike, to cripple 
the operations of a great thoroughfare for 
travel and commerce, and many emplorés, 
confederating and combining, did quit, and in- 
duced and forced others to quit, and did hinder 
and delay the operations of the railway, and did 
damage the property iu the possession of the 
court many thousands of doliurs. This action 
was a gross contempt of court, wholly unrea- 
sonabie and unjustifiabie. 

Of course the action described amounted to 
a contempt of court because this particular 
road was in the hands of receivers, but the 
general principle so well stated by Judge 
Pardee, that no labor organization can ex- 
empt any man from obedience to the law, 
applies to any and all cases. This fact needs 
to be emphasized, because so many laborers 
in the United States are foreigners unfamil- 
iar with the institutions of the country, and 
who appear to think that trade and labor 
unions are superior to the law, and that their 
orders and commands are the first to be 
obeyed. As Judge Pardee says, the courts 
will not listen to the demands of any se- 
cret organization, whether alleged to be so- 
cial, religious, political, or economical in 
character, and any man who follows the 
command of such a society will be in pre- 
cisely the same situation as though he acted 
on his own motion and for himself alone. 


Another point emphasized by Judge Par- 


dee deserves the careful consideration of all 


meu disposed to engage in strikes. The be- 
lief is quite common among workmen that 
the law prohibits only actual physical vio- 
lence, but permits the coercion of non- 
union men dy threats or any other 
kind of intimidation that does not en- 
danger life or limb. Judge Pardee says, 
however, that “it is immaterial whether 
the interference comes in the way of 
actual violence or by intimidation and 
threats.“ Every man is entitled to the pro- 
tection of the law while engaged in honest 
employment, and this protection is intended 
not only to secure him from violent assaults, 
but from threats, annoyance, or molestation 
of any character. Judge Pardee recognized 
distinctly the right of any employé to quit 
work at pleasure but not to interfere with 
others who desire to seek or accept the 
vacant place. Threats and intimidation are 
as much a violation of the law as actual vio- 
lence. Men who resort to them endeavor to 
seize privileges which they deny to others, 
and this cannot be tolerated in a free country. 

Referring to the allegation that the strike 
on the Texas & Pacific was caused by the 
unjust discharge of one Hall from a machine- 
shop, Judge Pardee says: 


No such complaint bas been made, and I 
doubt much if such case exists; but the inves- 
tigation made under direction of this court, 
and the deveiopment of affairs since the strike 
was ordered, satisfy me that such alleged rea- 
son was a mere sham and pretense, and that 
the real motive for the order to strike was to 
compel a recognition ot a certain secret labor 
organization (which by evidence has been 
shown to be about as arbitrary and autocratic 
in dealing with labor as the famous Six Com- 
panies of China), as an existing power, so that 
its officers shall be consulted in the operation 
and management of railroadsin which they do 
not owa any interest and on which they do not 
even pretend to be employed. 


So that in the opinion of a United States 
Court the contemptible Hall controversy, 
which was put forward as the only explana- 
tion of the Southwestern strike, was a false 
pretense, and the real purpose of the leaders 
was not to redress any grievance, but to es- 
tablish themselves as dictators in the man- 
agement of other people’s property. Judge 
Pardee acquits the majority of the strikers of 
an intent to join this conspiracy, and says 
that he believes nine-tenths of them struck 
simply because they received orders to do so 
and without knowing anything of the real or 
pretended cause of the controversy. When 
workmen will permit blind, fanatical leaders 
to order them to defy the authority of the 
courts and commit penitentiary offenses it 
certainly shows that they should study the 
laws of the land with something of the same 
attention they bestow upon the rules and 


regulations of labor unjons. 


THE TRADES ASSEMBLY’SCIRCULAR 

Some of the leaders of the workingmen 
have been inclined to charge Tue TRisune 
with unfriendliness to the eight-hour move- 
ment because it has intimated that eight 
hours’ work with ten or twelve hours’ pay 
would advance the cost of prodaction and of 
rent, and enhance the price of ali articles 
consumed, making it more difficult for not 
only the rest of the community, but for the 
workingmen themselves to bear the cost of 
living expenses. While Tue TrisuNe has 
not opposed the adoption of the eight- 
hour system, but has favored it if the work- 
ing classes can subsist comfortably on eight 
hours’ production, it has pointed out that 
with eight hours’ pay for eight hours’ work 
the employer must be a serious loser, because 
his whole plant and steam-power will be idle 
one-fifth of its heretofore working time, and 
time is money with machinery as well as 
with men; but the employers have not made 
serious opposition. On the other hand they 
have been setting their establishments in order 
to meet the losses of the new system. THE 
TRIBUNE has pointed all this out and has 
made no objection to the experiment; but 
when it comes to paying not only full wages 
for two hours’ idle time each day, but in 
some cases twelve hours’ pay, Tur TRIsuxe 


has ventured to doubt the wisdom of the 


Co aoe 
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policy. The Walking Delegates are dissatis- 
fied because it will not conceal its belief that 
such an arrangement will be impracticable, 

Now comes an official circular from the 
Trades Assembly, signed by its Eight-Hour 
Committee, its President, and Secretary, 
which expresses the same belief. If tne cir- 
cular means anything, it means that for the 
present at least eight hours’ work with ten 
or twelve hours’ pay, or with wages at all 
increased, is impracticable. The only hope 
the circular expresses for such result is that 
it will create a demand for more labor, five 
men to do four men’s work, and then the 
question of better pay can be easily solved.” 
It even goes further than this and warns 
the workingmen that to demand an in- 
crease of wages will endanger the eight-hour 
movement.” The officers and committees of 
the Trades Assembly have come round to 
Tue TRIBUNE’s way of thinking, and if 
they can carry out the policy they recom- 
mend they will place the eight-hour 
movement on the only basis where 
it will have much chance of success. 
Already the striking workmen of the 
Meyer furniture factory have disregarded 
it by demanding an advance of 40 per cent in 
wages, or twelve hours’ pay for eight hours’ 
work, and day before yesterday the work- 
men at A. H. Andrews & Co.’s down-town 
factory demanded 15 per cent advance on 
present pay, with the prospect that the en- 
tire 600 men will go out, as all of them have 
demanded 20 per cent reduction in time and 
15 per cent advance in wages. Last Janu- 
ary, when the workingmen were taking their 
first steps in this eight-hour business, they 
sent out the followmg circular to their em- 
ployers: 

The workingmen of Chicago are ready to 
make sacrifices in wages in order that more 
people may find employment and for che gen- 
eral good ot the whole community. Surely such 


a self-sacrificing spirit should meet with a cor- 
dia) response from the employing class. 


The employers have accepted this declara- 
tion as made in good faith, Their response 
has been acordial one. Is it too much to ex- 
pect that the workingmen will carry out 
their part of the contract ? 


NECESSARY ACTION ON THE COUN- 
TY ASSESSMENT. 

Commissioner Wren’s suggestion that there 
should be a meeting of the large taxpayers to 
take action on the pruposition to increase the 
county assessment so as to relieve the sore 
financial embarrassment with which the 
county administration has now to contend, 
and to encourage the Town Assessors to do 
their duty, isa good one. It is quite clear 
from the condition of the finances that some 
strong measures will have to be taken in this 
matter. The County Infirmary is crowded, 
the hospital is overcrowded, and it is impos- 
sible to provide properly for the care of pa- 
tients there. More than half the witless 
charges of the county are domiciled at Elgin 
and Kankakee, and those in charge of the 
institutions are clamoring that they shall be 
relieved of them, while Cook County has not 
a place in which to shelter them. The county 
buildings are crumbling to decay and credit- 
ors are clamorous. Much of the present em- 
barrassment is no doubt due to corrupt and 
rascally administration in the past; to the 
system under which greedy and knav- 
ish contractors were permitted to erect rotten 
and shoddy structures for which they charged 
enormous prices, including large eee 
extras; to schemes like the electric-light job; 
to general extrayagancein the management 
ot the county institutions; and to the loose 
way in which business has been done with 
the favorits who furnished supplies. That 
is alltrue. But the scheming and jobbery 
were done in apparent accordance with law. 
The courts have heid the present board re- 
sponsible for the Sexton and the Harms 
extras as rigidly as if there was not a 
particle of suspicion as to their characters. 
Clem Periolat’s beans had to be paid for; 
the furniture and carpet dealers who ‘“‘ div- 
vied with Commissioners got thelr or- 
ders” and they were cashed. But all these 
things do not alter the fact that the county is 
on the verge of bankruptcy, and unless some 
measures are taken to provide a practical 
and not overburdensome remedy the cor- 
morant members of the present County Board 
will avail themselves of the financial circum- 
stances of the county and of the power which 
the law confers on them to dip deeply into 
the taxpayers’ pockets. The Revenue law, 
as Mr. Wren has pointed out, provides that: 

If the County Board of any county shall 
find the aggregate assess mont too high or too 
low, or generally so unequal as to render it im- 
practicable to equalize such assessment fairly, 
they may set aside the assessment of the whole 
eounty or of any township or townshtps therein 
and order a new assessment, with instructions to 
Assessors to increase or diminisb the agyzre- 
gate assessment of such county or townsbip, 
as the case may be, by such an amount as said 
board may deem right or just in the premises 
and consistent with this act. 

Should the Assessors of the three towns of 
Chicago, and of Lake View, Hyde Park, 
Lake, and Cicero fail to make an assessment 
which would enable the County Board to 
raise enough money to meet its obligations, 
there seems to be little doubt that a majority 
of the members will vote in favorof com- 
pelling the Assessors to make a new assess- 
ment. It will be competent for the Commis- 
sioners to order any one Assessor to increase 
his assessment 20, 25, 40, or 100 per cent, as 
in their judgment will be necessary, and they 
will doit. They will not trust to a vote of 
the people on a proposition for a new loan. 
They will not stop at a moderate increase 
either. But a moderate increase would 
checkmate them in the effort to double the 
assessment which they seem to be resolved 
on. 

It will then be better under all the circuni- 
stances for the taxpayers to counsel a uni- 
form increase of about 20 per cent in the 
assessment. This will be sufficient for 
all purposes. It will forestall and pre- 
vent extravagant and extreme courses. It 
will prevent an addition to the county debt 
and the recurrence of periods of spasmodic 
extravagahce. No taxpayer will be over- 
burdened by a 10 or 20 per cent addition to his 
annual contribution to the county expenses. 
Here is a matter which the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion might take up with advantage. Prompt 
action is necessary if trouble is to be avoided. 


JULIAN S. RUMSEY. 

Julian 8. Rumsey is dead. He passed 
away yesterday at his home in this city at 
the age of 62 years, two-thirds of which 
time was spent among us. Commg here in 
1835, he lived in Chicago as a town before it 
rose to the dignity of a municipal corpora- 
tion under Mayor Ogden. He has not only 
watched its wonderful growth from that 
point, so near a beginning, but he has done 
more to make that record than perhaps any 
other man; and certainly none have sur- 
passed him in that respect. . | 


The leading facts in Mr. Rumsey’s career 


are sketched at some length in another col- 


the first six years for his uncle, George W. 
Dole, for the next twelve years a member of 
the firm of Dole, Rumsey & Co., and in the 
firm of Rumsey Bros. ever since 1853. One 
of the few original charter members of the 
Board of Trade of this city, he obtained the 
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He was President of the organization in 1859 


and once since then, and his name stands out 
boldly as that of the undisputed father of the 
system of grain inspection which has 
rendered possible the gigantic trading in 
futures of some subsequent years. As 
Mayor of the city in 1861, the first year of 
the War, he did very much towards the shap- 
ing of the Union sentiment among the peo- 
ple, and was an enthusiastic member of the 
Union Defense Committee. He was the 
Treasurer of Cook County after the fire and 
President of the Corn Exchange National 
Bank at the time of the panic of 1873, and so 
conducted its business that there was not the 
shadow of a foundation for faultfinding. In 
recent years he has warmly supported the 
St. James Episcopal Church in this city, but 
in the summer months was equally liberal 
with achurch of the same denomination at 
Lake Geneva, Wis., where he had a charm- 
ing summer residence. 

In all these relations the record of Mr. 
Rumsey was an honorable one. He wasa 
man of stern integrity, and was never accused 
of even winking at the corruptions in the 
City Council or. County Government; and 
the writer of this, who watched his conduct 
closely during a large part of the time re- 
ferred to, does not remember that his busi- 
ness action was on any occasion made the 
subject of an appeal to the directory of the 
board of which he was a member. The num- 
ber of men among us of whom so much 
could be truthfully said is very small, Of 
him it may be chronicled that he was literally 
without reproach. His reputation for up- 
rightness of conduct and the influence of his 
acts on the history of the city should and will 
endear him in the hearts of the people long 
after the time at which all besides the 
shadowy recollection of a man’s name usual- 
ly fades away in sequence to his death. As 
more than any other man he was entitled to 
be regarded as the father to our Board of 
Trade, we suggest that that body would honor 
itself as well as his memory by erecting a 
suitable tablet in its new building in memo- 
riam of Julian S. Rumsey. 


JERRY Murpuy, the lowa Democratic 
Congressman from the Davenport district, 
made a speech at the recent Washington 
labor meeting which in point of pure, unadul- 
terated demagogy excelled all the other ef- 
forts of the evening. Declaring that he 
felt prouder when he was a janitor than he 
did now as a Representative in Congress — 
not a man in the crowd believing him—he 
proceeded to argue in favor of taking one 
billion out of the Treasury for ditch-digging, 
and he wanted to do this in consideration 
of labor. We should think Murphy would 
feel prouder of himself when engaged in any 
honest employment, however humble, rather 
than when occupied as a member of Con- 
gress in making blatant, demagogical ha- 
rangues. Of course there is no such amount 
as 1,000 millions in the Treasury for Murphy 
to take, and he could not secure more than 
$150,000,000 belonging to the Government, 
which would suspend specie payments, 
throw the currency into confusion, and 
inflict on the country all the injury 
resulting from a fluctuating paper mcney 
—damayges that would amount to millions 
of dollars every day. Then he would issue 
bonds for the remaining $850,000,000, and 
this would create an annual interest charge 
of $25,500,000—in fact twice that, including 
the expenses of collection and disbursement. 
This enormous burden would be laid on the 
country to give employment to the Com- 
munistic allens who would swarm into the 
United States p spade and dig in Murphy's 
ditches—a cl that could be relied on to 
menace the goad order of the community as 
soon as the appropriations for ditch-digging 
began to run short. While the so-called im- 
provements would yield no revenue Murphy 
says that the thousand millions of dollars 
would be expended [squandered] ‘‘in con- 
sideration of labor.” That is to say, the 
producers and workers of this country would 
be taxed enormously to furnish public em- 
ployment for hordes of alien Communists 
who were not invited to this country. The 
people of the Davenport district ought to 
retire this blatant demagog and send a man 
of some sense and judgment to represent 
them in Congress. Such fellows as he 
strengthen the suspicion that the Govern- 
ment of this country, instead of being one of 
the people, is rapidly becoming one of dema- 
gogs and public plunderers.

Tür new Election Committee to which 
was referred the question of the redistricting 
of the city into wards at the Council meeting 
Monday night is on the whole a good one. It 
consists of Ald. Kerr, Wetherell; Gile, 
Mahoney, and Lyke. The three first named 
are among the most active and intelligent 
members of the Council and will have no dif- 
ficulty in formulating a plan for redistricting 
which ought to be acceptable to the whole 
Council, The present distribution of wards 
should not be permitted to stand another 
year. The Citizens’ Association says it 
is absurd that 12,000 people in one 
ward shall have the same representation as 
81,000 people in another. At the same time 
the committee should bear in mind that 
in some of the large outlying wards a very 
considerable proportion of the alien residents 
—a goodly percentage being transients and 
nearly all of them propertyless—have been 
included in the population as ascertained by 
the school census. Those aliens—mostly 
raw Europeans—do not vote, do not contrib- 
ute to the municipal expenses, and they 
ought not to count when the plan for redis- 
tricting comes to be considered. A safe plan 
will be to follow the vote cast at the Presi- 
dential election as a basis of redistricting. 
That vote was full, and, generally speaking, 
honest. To base redistribution on the school 
population would give the voters in the out- 
lying wards too large a representation, and 
have the effect of giving the largest tax- 
payers of the city comparatively little to say 
as to how their money should be spent. The 
members ot the Election Committee will no 
doubt take these things into consideration. 
The matter is in good hands,

Where to get 
the money to meet it, with all their ma- 
chinery and capital lying idle at the same 
time, is the qu staring them in the face 
after May 1.

At the time these letters were written the 
Pendleton Civil- Service act, forbidding as- 
sessments for political purposes, had not 
been adopted, and therefore the Democrats 
are not able to charge Mrs. Thompson with 
violation of the Civil-Service act.

The admission expcses the 
false pretenses of the Administration; and 
since Mr, Cleveland is convicted of hypocrisy 
by the votes of Democratic Senators, the Re- 
publicans can proceed to confirm the nomina- 
tions without further delay. The Senate 
resolution shows Mr. Cleveland has been pret- 
ty well smoked out, and that previous to his 
illness Secretary Manning assumed the bur- 
den of recanting the false and hypocritical 
pretense that suspénsions had been made 
only for cause. 


WHEN the Lake Shore switchmen struck 
they were loud in their assertions that there 
would be no violence used, that the running 
of trains would not be interfered with, and 
that the road would be left free to transact 
its business.

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CLEVELAND'S BRIDE-ELECT. 


Stories of the Folsom Family Since It Landed 
in America. — The Young Lady's Mother 
Is Well Supplied with This World's Goods 

3 the Members of the Family Did 


for the Country During the Revolution. 


New York World., April 19: A good deal of 
gossip has been written about the family of 
Miss Folsom, to whom it is alleged the Presi- 
dent will soon be married, the most of which 
has no foundation in fact. Speaking of certain 
events which have appeared in the public press, 
a member of the Folsom family said to a World 
reporter yesterday: * The story that Miss 
Folsom's mother was left almost déstitute bas 
no foundation in fact. Oscar Folsom did not 
lenve a Vanderbilt estate, but the tamiiy is 
known to be beyond the necessity of asking aid 
for travelmg expenses to Italy. One report 


states that President Cleveland defrayed their 
expenses abroad. This is demed by peopje wno 


know the facts. The home at Foisomdale be- 
longs to Mrs. Folsom and there are other prop- 
erties which afford a regular income to the 


family. 


* Folsom comes of an old and honora- 
ble family. The first of the name came from 


England in 1638 in the ship Diligent of Ips- 


wich. This was John Folsom, or Fouls 
ham, as the name was then spelled. It is de- 
rived from the Town of Fonisbam, in Norfolk 
County, England, near Hingham. John came 
with acolony from Hingham and founded the 
Town of Hingham, Mass. The family name 
was gradually changed, until in 1659 it was 
written Folsom by all the members in the 


United States. 


Many distinguished Folsoms are chronicled 


in the family genealogy, notably Gen. Nathan- 
jei Folsom, a Brigadier in the Colonial army. 
In 1774 he was chosen to the First General Con- 
gress, which met in Philadelphia. He served 


during the siege of Boston asa Brigadier. In 


1775 he was commissioned Major-General. In 
1777 and 1779 he was again a member of Con- 
He died in 1790, aged 64. 


te Miss Folsom, called the Strat ford beauty, be- 


came Lady Stirling o tland by marriage in 
1772 with a young Peer who came to this coun- 
try as a tourist. Through some mistake in the 
transmission of letters home he was thrown on 
his own resources and opened a small private 
school, Miss Foisow was one of his scholars, 


“and an attachmeat sprung up between them 


whieh ripened into marriage. A Nathaniel 
Folsom was massacred by Indians in 1744 while 
bravely detending the women and chiidren of 
Nottingbam, Mass. Lieut. Jonathan, a brother 
of Gen. Nathapiei, fought against the French 
and Indians at Crown Point, Lake George, in 


1755. He helped to celebrate the repeal of the 


Stamp act in 1766, and lost a leg by the burst- 
ing of acannon. In spite of this he joined the 
Revolutionary army and bad charge of a mor- 


tar at the battle of Bunker Hill. He drove off 


a British man-of-war by throwing a bomb on 
ber deck at his first fire. In the family book 
of the Folsoms Oscar Folsom and family are 


mentioned as follows: 


„ Oscer, b. 1837; m. 1863, Emma C. Harman: He 


graduated at the University of Rochester, N. Y.; 
was a brilliant and pepular lawyer. He met with 
an accidental death by being thrown trom his car- 
riage in the City of Buffalo, N. I., 23d October, 


1875. He had 
1. Frances C., b. 1864. 2. Nellie, d. in infancy. 


„Frances C. is the now well-known Miss Fol- 


mother is a memder of the Foster family of 


Maine, which is, to some extent, identified 
with the Biaine family.
